KALISKI AND PUZEWICZ HAVE BEEN INVITED TO ATTEND THIRD 
WORKSHOP ON "LASER INTERACTION AND RELATED PHENOMENA", 
AUGUST 13-17, ORGANIZED BY RENSSELAER POLYTECHNIC 
INSTITUTE, TROY, NEW YORK, AND GORDON RESEARCH CONFERENCE 
(ON SIMILAR TOPICS) TO BE HELD FOLLOWING WEEK IN NEW 
HAMPSHIRE. HELMUT J. SCHWARZ, PROFESSOR OF PHYSICS AT 
RENSSELAER POLYTECHNIC INSTITUTE OF CONNECTICUT, INC., 
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ATTEND WORKSHOP AT TROY, AND INVITED DR. KALIS KI TO PRESENT 
LECTURE OF "THEORY OF COMPRESSION AND FUSION EFFECIEN CIES 
OF LASER-PRODUCED PLASMAS" WHICH WOULD INCLUDE RESULTS OF
